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HIS  Letter  is  here  publiltfd 
anew,  not  only  for  the  fake  of 
its  own  Authentick  Evidence 
againft  that  Practice  by  Guefs , 
but  alfo  to  give  farther  Notice 
of  the  Book  from  whence  (not  without  exprefs 
Leave  of  the  Author)  it  is  taken*  A  ~ 
fiibftantially  and  leafbnably  written  by 
Francis  Howgrave ,  Apothecary  in  Stamford \ 
Lincolnfhirej  intitled,  Reafons  agdinjt  the 
Inoculation  of  the  Small-Pox  :  In  a  Letter  to 
2)r.Jurin.  London:  Printed  in  1725.  Sold 
at  the  Bible  under  the  RoyaUExchange. 

The  Letter  is  fo  natural  and  unaffected, 
and  does  fo  fenfibly  reprefent  a  Parent’s  Con¬ 
cern  ,  (which  may  likely  be  of  many  a  good 
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Mother,)  that  I  would  lofe  no  Time  in  haft- 
ring  the  lpreading  of  it,  as  I  would  be 
Ipreading  fome  Cure  of  a  Plague.  I  have

by  < auejs ,  becaule  it  proceeds  up¬ 
on  fuch  Suppofition  of  our  being  qualified  to 
receive  the  Experiment,  as  can  never  be  fure 
and  certain j  but,  on  the  contrary,  has  the 
Odds  of  many  to  one  againft  it,  of  being 
blended  for  fome  latent  Diftempers,  (paft 
our  finding  out,  and  which  the  Blood  can 
keep,  and  throw  off,  fome  Years  after,)  or 
fo  miftaken  at  prefent,  vifibly,  as  mortally 
to  affect  an  innocent  over-confiding  Creature ; 
or  the  more  innocent,  if  by  the  Parents 
Choice  and  Content  (only)  he  be  taken  from 
their  Arms  or  Bofom  to  be  robbed  of  his  na¬ 
turally  good  apd  ftrong  Conftitution,  that 
might  never  have  met  with  the  Diftemper, 
and  was  (by  That)  like  to  efcape,  if  ever  af- 
faulted  by  it ;  for  in  the  natural  Courie  of 
the  Small-Pox,  the  common  i  Computation 
has  been  of  one  ordinarily  dying  in  fixteen 
or  eighteen,  where  the  Ravage  is  of  good 
and  bad  Confti  tut  ions  undiftinguifhed  :  And 
as  there  are  of  thofe  who  die  in  this  natural 
Courte,  fo  many  bad  Conftitutions  to  glut 
(may  I  fay  ?)  the  Diftemper,  why  lliould 
the  other  of  young  and  good  Conftitutions 
be  picked  out  for  a  new  voluntary  Hazard  of 
Life  ?  In  which  voluntary  Courte  it  may  be 
likely  (and  I  hear  it  is  Faft)  that  more  die 
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at  thefe  young,  good  Confutations,  than  in 
the  natural  Courfe.  But  Pll  not  depend  for 
one  Bit  of  this  Paper  on  Hearfay  only,  if 
moft  true }  but  fhall  take  my  Standing  for 
both  Feet  (as  ft were)  upon  two  Principles® 

First,  there  ought  not  to  be  any  unwar¬ 
rantable,  fuperftitious  Challenge

mg  or  God  s  Prerogative  in  the 
Iffues  of  Life  and  Death  :  And  the  difpu- 
ted  Inoculation  mult  needs  be  fuch,  becaufe 
the  Operator  always  voluntarily  endangers, 
and  often  a&ually  deftroys  the  Life  of  God's 
Creature,  Man.  Unwarrantably,  I  fay  a- 
gain,  becaufe  he  a fts  without  Knowledge  or 
Commiffion ;  he  pleads  none  farther  than 
Knowledge  in  his  Faculty :  And  for  Know¬ 
ledge  (befides  the  Repugnance  to  thofe  of 
his  own  F'aculty)  confider  how  confeffed,  by 
all  Philofophers,  is  the  infcrutable  Work, 
that  invifible  and  infenfible  Particles  can  and 
do  make  in  the  Turns  of  Bo¬ 
dies,  human,  and  all  others  ;  and 
tell  then,  (if  there  be  any  Bravado's  left,  that 
forcibly  make  new  Inroads  by  Guefs  indeed, 
but  pretending  Knowledge,  into  that  myfte- 
rious  Bulk  and  Fabrick  of  Nature,)  tell  how 
near  they  travel  to  one  that  fhould  boldly 
affirm,  the  vifible  cloudy  Banks  of  Snow 
(we  call  it)  had  nothing  in  them  (he’s  lure) 
when  they  are  removed  from  our  Sight,  and 
unload,  we  know  not  where  nor  when,  in 
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another  Place.  But  in  this  Practice  of  Inoat. 
luting  there  muft  alfo  be  the  more  Hazard* 
becaufe  in  the  Attempt  it  provokes  the  Al’ 
mighty  to  his  Face :  For  this  is,  and  muft 
be  a  confelfed  Maxim,  that  no  Phyfician  can 
in  many  Difeafes  tell  one  Word  of  fuch  and 
fuch  Diftempers,  till  they  break  out  and 
ihew  themfelves  (ex  fob  Dei  Digito  i  e 
under  God’s  Hand  alone)  from  ibme  wr- 
feftly  hidden  Caufe.  If  one  Phyfician  can 
ihock  this  Pofition,  let  it  fall.  None  ever 
has,  none  ever  can.  It  is  therefore,  it  is  a 
proiane  intruding  into  the  divine  Arcana. ,  the 
hings  that  we  know  not,  if  ^in  the  grand 
referved  Caufe  of  Life  and  Death)  of  our  own 
Heads,  and  without  formal  Commillion  we 
do  abet  arid  fet  up,  what  pretends  or  makes 
Men  believe  the  contrary,  ‘Dying  upon  the 
Experiment.  And  if  mighty  Lifts  of  the 
io-recovered  were  to  fly  Abroad,  fuch  tern- 
poral  Numbring  may  prove  a  fpiritual  Un¬ 
doing.  Dens  mens  &  Omnia,  i.  e.  My  God 
and  All.  Whatever  is  ftarted  againft  his 
Almighty,  Loving,  Ruling  Providence,  is 
lantom,  and,  in  tne  Clofe  of  your  Reckon- 
ing,  a  fham  Trick  of  Skill  all  over  j  and  if 
induftrioufly,  refiacforily  purfued,  diabolical 
too.  This  the  Speculation  towards  God. 

Secondly,  Though  we  can't  feparate  the 
in  man  1  ractice  from  intrenching,  as  now 
tOid?  on  the  Divine  Prerogative^  yet  we  may 
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confider  by  itfelf  the  Ground  of 
this  Practice,  the  preparing  of  the  e  erence  IV‘ 

Blood  and  Body  for  the  new  Knack  of  im¬ 
proved  ftrange  Skill. 

All  turns  upon  this  with  fome  People, 
who  bring  not  the  Divine  Infight  or  Hand 
into  the  Queftion  at  all. 

Well  then,  if  they  don’t  find  us  fit,  (for 
the  Difoafe,  firft,  be  fure,  and  for  the  Cure 
of  it)  they'll  make  us,  they’ll  prepare  -  -  - 1 
don’t  know  what  befides---  but  the  Blood 
and  Conftitution  for  a  moft  creditable  Exit, 
one  Way  or  other. 

They  fay,  for  Living;  and  then  living  on 
without  Fear  of  the  Small-Pox. 

Have  a  Care  of  promiling  Life,  if  not  for 
the  Impiety  lake,  yet  for  the  experimented 
lad  Cafes  to  the  contrary. 

And  pray  fear  there  may  be  flill  feme 
blood-latent  Seeds  of  a  Difoale ;  nay,  the  In- 
ftances  of  Eruptions  of  feveral  Sorts  of  the 
Pox  from  the  fame  Blood,  at  one  Time  or 
other,  are  fo  many,  and  fo  alike,  that  even 
here  better  make  no  large  Promifes;  one 
Y ear  may  certify  another,  as  one  Day  fome- 
times  does. 

But  yet,  make  the beft of  your  Skill;  let 
it  ftand  by  itfelf  as  yours,  and  yours  only  : 
I  confine  what  was  faid  on  the  firft  Princi¬ 
ple,  to  Religion  at  Heart ;  let  your  Pra&ice 
by  itfelf  now  come  to  hand. 
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You’ll  prepare  the  Body;  j fo  you  did 

Matter’s-  -  -  and  Servant’s  —  His - and 

Hers  — j  but  you’ll  do  it  at  laft,  for  all  that : 
Till  you  do  it,  and  make  us  know  it  too,  by

(as  with  both  Hands;  an  experienced  Praditioner, 
from  him  that  is  lick,  'viz.  (his  Words.) 

to  him  that  is  well.  «  Xh£RE  can  bg  nQ  Dg_ 

a  pendance  on  that  which  they  (the  Inocu - 
a  lators )  fo  mightily  cry  up,  viz.  The  pre- 
a  paring  the  Body.  For  I  knew  a  young 
u  Lady  who  was  of  a  found  healthful  Con- 
“  ftitution,  her  Blood  in  a  proper  State,  her 
a  Temper  even  and  regular,  and  in  all  Cir- 
u  cumftances  as  the  moft  cautious  Inoculator 
a  could  wifh  for  :  The  Small-Pox  being  in 
u  the  Family  where  fhe  lived,  fhe  made  ufe 
u  of  the  Means,  our  blind  Reafon  could  di- 
“  red,  to  obtain  a  favourable  Sort :  She  was 
a  fparingas  to  her  Diet,  loft  a  little  Blood, 
u  and  took  fome  cooling  Purges,  and  this 
<c  fome  Time  before  fhe  fell  ill.  When  fhe 
was  leiz'd  with  the  Small-Pox,  the  Symp¬ 
toms  were  favourable,  which  gave  Hopes 
<c  of  a  good  Sort ;  but  notwithftanding  all 
u  our  grand  Preparations,  the  fecond  Day 
the  confluent  Sort  appeared,  which  put  a 
Period  to  her  Life  in  a  few  Days.  Had 

“  there 
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Cfi  there  been  any  Reafon  to  have  depended 
u  on  preparing  the  Body,  this  Lady  had  all 
a  the  Advantages  the  moft  fanguine  could 
u  wifh  for.  But?  alas  !  we  are  too  fearfully 
u  and  wonderfully  made,  for  frail  Reafon  to 
a  build  any  politive  Affertions  upon."  And 
more  he  offers,  as  one  that  has  long  kept 
Church  Principles  and  Medicinal  Obferva- 
tions  bound  in  one  Volume,  himfelf;  con¬ 
cluding  his  Atteftation,  a  I’m  fure  there  is 
<c  little  Reafon,  either  from  Obfervation  or 
a  Religion,  to  purfue  a  Method  which  pro« 
a  vokes  Heaven  by  our  attempting  it,  and 
a  lays  a  religious  Mind  under  numberlefs 
cc  Anxieties."  So  well  agreeing  with  the  two 
Principles  named  here  for  our  fure  Standing. 

The  general  View  of  thefe  two  Heads  is 
frightful. 

First,  The  certain  unwarrantable  In¬ 
trenching  on  God’s  Prerogative,  in  the  Re¬ 
fer  ve  made  folely  to  himfelf  of  knowing  his 
own  Handy- Work,  and  the  fecret  Invifibles 
that  belong  to  it,  and  the  Difpofal  of  it. 

Secondly,  That  the  experimented  Trials 
of  human  Skill,  upon  the  contrary  Bottom 
are,  and  muft  needs  be  rafh,  and  too  ineffec¬ 
tual,  as  well  as  profane. 

And  if  this  be  the  tranfient  Look  of  this 
letting  up  of  Nature  (forfooth)  againft  the 
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God  of  it,  and  fome  Imagination,  Man^s  own 
Eurica ,  /.  e .  the  Invention  of  Inoculating, 
too  groundlefs,  yet  as  an  (almoft)  idolized 
Verity,  what  would  the  many  Rivulets  be 
iifuing  from  two  luch  Heads  ? 

The  very  Succefs  (I  hinted  before) 
would  be  deftrudive  ;  and  the  Evil  Spirits, 
too  cunning  for  us,  (if  left  naked  to  our- 
felves,  as  without  God  in  the  World)  gain 
by  the  fuccefiful  Run  of  your  Auguries,  and 
the  whole  Scene  of  believing,  and  bowing 
the  Mind  to  fuch  Imaginations,  and  any  prof- 
perous  lying  Vanities;  they  are  glad  if  Men 
get  a  Penny  in  the  Way  of  lofing  their  Souls. 
I  dond  carry  this  Realoning  to  the  Door  of 
every  miftaken  Perfon,  in  the  prefent  Point; 
but  (for  others)  he  may  confider,  that  while 
his  own  Miflake  nurfes  a  good  Defign,  yet 
the  Thing,  the  following  of  Imaginations 
with  a  Load  of  fad  Conferences,  is  going 
through  the  Land  ;  and  I  appeal  to  (Honefter) 
Pofterity,  whether  we  were  running  Head¬ 
long  a-while-ago,  in  that  Comment  of  wild 
Pradice,  that  was  a  making  upon  Madnels 
improv'd,  viz.  of  a  Woman  (O  Shame! 
Diabolical  Shame  put  upon  our  Humankind  !) 
deliver’d  of  feventeen  Rabits,  with  fuch  no¬ 
torious  Circumftances  belonging  to  it,  (tho3 
I  name  not  the  grand  Particulars  of  Perfons 
or  Things)  that  out  of  memorial  Abhorrence 
it  cannot  drop,  as  at  the  Trial  of  the  Crea¬ 
ture  it  was  made  flip  away,  Water  through 
a  Sieve.  What 
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What  was  that  of  the  Blacks,  or  Devils, 
cutting  Forefts,  and  killing  Deer,  or  that 
went  cloaked  under  that  Reprefentation  ? 

Some  other  late  Things  of  like  Confide- 
ration,  inhumanly  extravagant,  fhould  now 
(with  thefe,  and  all  fuch)  be  looked  upon 
as  difcharg'd,  filenc'd,  and  abandon'd  by  an 
higher  fpiritual  Power,  if  we  hold  our  own, 
and  be  in  Chriftian  Truth,  Righteoufnefs, 
and  Peace. 

The  Spiritually-minded,  i.  e.  fuch  Crea¬ 
tures,  Servants,  and  ‘Dear  Children  of  God 
(not  afham’d  of  fpeaking  and  owning  the 
Word)  as  dare  affert,  that  if  any  would  un« 
juftifiably  fpend  or  get  1000  and  ioqq 
Pounds,  to  gain  one  Day  or  one  Minute  to 
himfelf,  croft  to  the  Reckonings  of  Eternity, 
(and  her  Principles,)  it  is  but  loft  Labour 
that  fuch  an  one  takes  :  Even  getting  would 
be  no  getting  there.  My  broad  Hint  given, 
is  againft  the  ftarting  and  purfuing  imagina¬ 
ry  Game ;  where,  quitting  Principles  of  our 
own  Knowledge,  we  would  run  into  Wood 
and  Wildneft,  and  I  can't  tell  what  Sin  and 
Mifchief,  both  againft  God  and  Ourfelves. 

Yet  is  this  Kind  of  Hint  but  one  Stroke 
of  the  Pen,  like  a  Reverfe  to  the  dipping  a 
Needle,  that  can  (they  fay)  transfer  Infec¬ 
tion  from  Body  to  Body;  Infeftion  that  may 
(for  any  Thing  I  know)  be  eafily  fpread 
(the  fame  Way)  to  fill  more  Coffins  than  I 
care  for  ufing  Arguments  againft  it. 
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But  furely  God  Almighty,  by  the  necef- 
fary  Conception  that  we  have  of  a  Nature  in¬ 
finitely  perfect,  muft  (Thou,  any  Heathen 
that  belie veft  not  the  Word  of  Truth)  needs 
be  ajealous  God,  and  that  will  not  bear  the 
giving  his  Honour  to  another,  in  any  of  his 
Arcana  Imperii ,  Myfteries  of  his  Nature  and 
Government,  belonging  to  no  finite  Compre- 
henfion :  And  then  what  is  it  to  be  an  Enemy 
of  God,  by  daring  in  fuch  a  Point,  and  pio- 
feffing  to  dare  his  Vengeance,  that  arms  (if 
he  pleafes)  every  Creature  againft  us  ? 

Obj  ection.  How  now  fays  a  Free- 

Thinker  ^  we  muft  not,  I  warrant 
Re  ercnce  ^  fearch  into  Nature,  for  fear 

of  offending  you  Divines. 

Answer.  Yes,  Sir,  fearch  and  welcome, 
with  the  Guard  there  placed  going  with  you, 
and  fhewing  all  about,  wherever  you  defire; 
but  don’t  go  alone,  breaking  Hedges,  pul¬ 
ling  down  Walls  (if  you  could)  where  they 
prove  Rocks  of  Nature’s  own  planting,  im¬ 
moveable  as  they  ought  to  be.  Take  all  the 
fame  Liberty  that  we  have  in  fearching  Scrip¬ 
tures,  under  like  Guard  of  divine  Authority, 
untouch’d  *  and  if  you  be  Sincere  Enqui¬ 
rers,  in  one  or  other,  you  may  do  well; 
and  God's  far.ie  Spirit  that  indited  the  Scrip¬ 
tures,  will  (I  can  affure  you)  fiifficiently 
reveal  even  this  to  you,  that  our  Scriptures 
are  his  Truth:  If  you  be  not,  nor  will  be 
perfuaded  fo  much  as  to  be  fincere,  you  may 
go.  And 
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And  the  other  Thought  of  our  own  ex¬ 
perimented  Mifcarriages,  in  fuch  a  Road,  is  of 
equal  Extent  to  any  other  Broad  Way;  for  if 
there  be  no  fuch  Thing  as  being  furc  of  your 
Man  and  his  Conftitution,  either  before  or 
after  your  Preparation  of  his  Body*  what  a 
Number  of  Incidents  may  attend  the  new 
poifonous  Turn  given  to  his  Blood,  in  a  good 
many  Days  and  Nights,  by  Reft  difturb'd, 
or  procur'd  by  Opiates,  in  Excels  to  the 
guefs'd  Conftitution  as  to  that,  or  injurious 
as  to  what  is  (farther)  latent  in  it ;  and  by  the 
impatient  Efforts  of  a  Child,  or  other  Perfen, 
during  this  voluntary  Run  upon  him,  or  by* 
the  Slips  of  any  Careleffnefs  in  the  Compo- 
lition  of  Medicines,  or  by  unwary  Atten¬ 
dants,  which  may  not  be  altogether  lo  for¬ 
tuitous  as  in  other  natural  Sickneffes ;  be- 
caufe  if  God’s  Hand  be  put  away,  we  have 
a  wakeful  Adverfary  to  catch  all  Advanta¬ 
ges  againft  fuch  as  will  have  a  Difeafe,  and 
God  fent  it  not  1 

What  now  if  an  im  powered  Judge  ftiould 
ask,  Who  was  the  Death  of  fuch  and  fuch 
Perlons  ?  Who  died  under  the  prefent  Ex¬ 
periment?  And  by  what  Reafoning  fuch  a 
delivering  into  Eternity  is  to  be  defended  ? 
Or  what  Recompence  to  the  Church  and 
Country  (befides  Relations)  for  the  Depri- 
'  vation  of  their  Benefit  by  them  ?  If  the  pro- 
pofing  fuch  a  Queftion  be  a.  myfterious  On- 
let,  and  no  Anfwer  found,  why  then  do  you 

meddle? 
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meddle?  Who  forced  you?  Who  bade,  or 
gave  you  Leave  ? 

Another  Day  there  will  be  more  than 
this  ;  however,  the  poor  Beaux  aft  in  every 
Set  of  Bufinefs  of  our  human  Life,  as  if  they 
had  the  Ball  at  their  Foot;  with  a  Whoop 
and  a  Hallow,  Who  is  Lord  over  us? 

Still  I  can  think  it  whifper’d  in  my 
Ear---  But  come,  tell  us  in  fober  Sadnefs, 
What  do  you  think  of  a  good  Man  that  has 
Religion  at  Heart  ?  He  condemns  as  well  as 
you  the  Stage  Champions  that  live  ye  to 
fight  at  all,  that  handle  all  Weapons,  and 
do  fuch  Feats  :  Mailers  of  Defence  ;  do  but 
come,  fee,  try  for  once.  Thefe  he  hates  ; 
if  there  be  now  any  fuch  Ufurpers  upon  the 
more  honeft  Delign,  that  may  feem  to  have 
been  of  the  firlt  chief  Tenderers  of  theThing 
to  our  Confideration  only  (whom  I  am  wil¬ 
ling  to  honour.) 

But,  I  fay,  tell  me  as  a  Divine,  May  not 

Reference  VI  1  S°°d  Man  fUPP°fi  hlmfelf  tO 

have  Leave  from  Heaven  to  do 
his  bell  for  a  Child,  or  Friends  Likelihood 
of  future  Happinels  ?  This  good  Man,  may 
he  not  lb  fuppofe ,  and  ask  Help  of  fome  (like- 
wile)  good  and  honeft  Inoculator  ? 

To  fuch  an  Enquirer,  I  would  fpeak  as 
warily  as  Heart  can  wifh;  who  will  (on  the 
other  Side)  grant  me,  without  asking,  that 
he  is  not  to  do  his  bell  (he  calls  it)  where 
he  has  nothing  to  do,  nor  there  to  fuppole  a 

Like- 
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Likelihood  of  good  Succefs,  where  he  flionld 
not  think  of  haying  any  at  all. 

But  he  gives  Occafion  by  fuch  a  Quef- 
tion  to  ask,  Why  (if  truly  religious)  he 
could  be  content  to  leave  the  Way  which 
God  has  chalked  out  for  us,  to  take  one  that 
he  has  not  ?  to  quit  the  living  by  Principles, 
for  that  of  a  venturous  Imagination ;  where 
our  inquifitive  Ignorance  flipping  away,  may 
well  be  termed  to  be  that  of  the  Condition 
the  Man  was  born  in,  and  being  (ftill)  as  the 
wild  Afs*s  Colt  ?  For  it  is  all  Wildernefs,  of 
large,  perhaps,  but  barren  Ground  and  Pro¬ 
pped.  And  if  I  have  now  the  good  Man 
by  the  Hand,  hell  go  back  with  me  into  the 
old  Way  of  human  Prudence,  doing  beft  by 
luch  Principles  of  Knowledge  as  are  natural 
or  revealed,  or  (according  to  them)  furely 
(i.  e .  really  and  well)  acquired,  trailing  to  the 
divine  Providence  in  this  (which  I  have  cal¬ 
led)  his  Chalked  Way :  And  he  will  pleafe 
to  remember,  that  however  Man,  often  of 
himfelf,  often  by  infernal  Help,  blinds  his 
Eyes  with  Fancy,  and  the  Shews  of  inde- 
fenfible  Tenets,  under  Name  of  publick 
Good,  and  in  an  hundred  other  falfe  Shadows 
of  Things  ;  yet  Things  are  what  in  them- 
felves  they  are ;  and  (without  any  Glofs) 
this  Thing  before  us  is,  and  cannot  but  be, 
the  offering  to  put  our  Hand  rafhly  and  wick¬ 
edly  into  God's  Cabinet  of  his  myfterious, 
uniyerfal,  infinite  Knowledge  of  all  Caufes 

and 
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and  Effects  by  them,  touching  his  Creature 
(and  done  by  his  Creature)  Man. 

Thus  our  good  Man’s  whole  Queftion 
and  Suppofition  of  acting  a  Thing  good  and 
likely,  is  all  Fallacy  in  Terminis.  His  good 
Meaning  may  leffen  the  Degrees  of  Impu¬ 
tation  in  the  Unlawfulnefs  (on  all  Hands,) 
but  can  never  make  the  Aft  lawful,  which 
in  itfelf  is  quite  contrary. 

And  to  return  this  good  MansWhilper 
too,  as  well  as  anfwer  his  Demand,  I  tell  him 
fofdy,  that  if  I  could  fuppofe  lefs  Abhor¬ 
rence  in  myfelf  of  the  Pra&ice  of  inoculating 
of  the  Small-Pox  :  And  tho’  I  had  a  Friend 
as  much  prepar’d  for  the  Trial  of  Skill,  as 
cither  of  the  young  Ladies  herein  mentioned,

A  R  D  O  N  me,  if  I  deceive 
my  Reader  here;  who  may,, 
perhaps,  expect  fome  of  the 
bittereft  Twangs  of  Rhetorical 
Infult:  I  have  none  of  it  now 
by  me,  ft  tidying  always  to  be 
quiet  within,  and  eafy  to  myfelf ;  and  to 
fpeak  a  good  Word,  where  I  can,  for  Peace 
in  all  our  human  Dwellings,  and  all  our 
Chriftian  Souls. 

But  as  upon  fingle  Evidence  no  (ufual) 
juft  Condemning,  fo  this  Letter  I  have 
ftrengthened  with  the  Book  itfelf  from 
whence  I  borrow’d  it;  which  reprefents  the 
lame  Thing,  in  other  Facts  and  Realbning 
too.  And  till  the  Reader  can,  or  pleafe  to 
inlped  the  Book,  (a  fmall  one,  about  One 
Shilling  Price,)  I  ask  of  him  to  lend  me  a 
few  Thoughts  more. 

F  i  rst,  Could  we  poffibly  know  the  true 
Stint  of  human  Reach  and  Knowledge  below 
the  Angelical,  (both  ftated  finite  by  the  one 
fupream  infinite  Power)  we  fhould  think  it 
unlawful  to  go  beyond  our  own  Reach,  in-  * 
truding  even  into  the  Angelical,  having  no

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Thread  of  Condud  for  fuch 
Labyrinth  ;  and  if  we  find  it 
neceffarily  to  be  confeffed  by  all  Peiions  of 
Underftanding,  that  in  the  prefent  Cafe  we 
muft,  and  do  ad  (if  we  ad  at  all)  without 
any  grounded  Knowledge,  at  great  Uncer¬ 
tainty,  farther  than  fo,  in  taking  away,  or 
without  Warrant,  hazarding  to  take  away 
one  Man's  Life,  (which  we  neither  gave, 
nor  can  reftore,  and  which  we  are  fure  is  a 
Thing  forbid  to  Angels  and  Men  *,)  what 
have  we  to  do  here,  but  pray  to  God  to  for¬ 
give  fuch  Blundering,  and  to  fettle  ourUn- 
derflandings  ? 

Secondly,  I  ask  of  the  Reader  that  he 
would  fatisfy  himfelf,  whether  in  this  new

know  n6t  what,  none  of  ours,  that  gives  us 
Trouble,  and  flicks  by  our  Ribs,  and  may 
(for  ought  , we  know)  be  like  to  flab  or  un¬ 
do  us. 

Thirdly,  I  ask  no  more,  but  that  he 
pleafe  likewife  to  inform  himfelf  touching 
an  Obfervation  of  Dr.  Sydenham ,  viz,  That 
when  Convulfions  in  Children 
precede  the  Small-Pox,  they  are  erence 
then  generally  of  a  good  Sort,  few  in  their 
Numbers,  and  the  Child  commonly  does  well. 

He  may  be  glad  if  he  can  get  any  Light 
into  the  Query,  Why  one  that  has  fo  few, 
fhouldbefeized  with  violent  Symptoms?  and 
another  that  has  the  worft  Sort,  and  great

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Numbers,  fliould  oftentimes  have  few  or  no 
Complaints,  none  extraordinary  ? 

If  this  may  be  anfwered,  it  will  (to  my 
Knowledge)  be  new  Satisfa&ion  to  many, 
and  fome  well  verfed  in  Phyfick. 

I  f  it  cannot,  it  feems  Inftance  afrelh,  to 
the  very  laft,  how  fmall  Reafon  we  can  have 
to  be  fure  of  preparing  fuch  a  Body,  in  the 
New  Courfe  of  an  Old  Difeale.

H  E  Treating  on  any  Subject  that 
can  reafbnably  be  disputed,  ftiould

own  Inclofures  :  But  it  is  quite  anotherThing 
to  invade  a  Conftitution,  and  make  a  Hub¬ 
bub,  where  nothing  appears  to  need  (and  by 
that  to  juftify)  the  Attack  j  bringing  the

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wviftble  Army  of  infenfible  \ Particles  from 
a  ruffled  infeded  (and  otherwife  unknown) 
Conftitution  upon  it. 

A  Busy  nearfflghted  Bayliff  catches  up 
three  or  four  Men,  as  being  the  very  Deb¬ 
tors  he  has  the  Writ  againft;  he  throttles 
and  mortally  wounds  one  of  them  (making 
Refiftance)  the  other,  with  a  great  deal  of 
Stir  and  Trouble  prove  that  they  are  none 
of  the  Men,  and  well,  that  they  get  off  Life 
and  Limb;  but  who  anfwers  for  the  dead 
Man?

Sacred  is  the 
Prerogative  of  Life  and  Death  :  And  after 
the  Being  of  God,  and  of  the  eternal  Son 
of  his  Love,  (which  'tis  our  Ghriftian  open 
Profellion  to  know  and  adore,)  nothing 
comes  defer  than  the  Senfe  of  our  imme¬ 
diate  Dependance  on  him,  and  of  Obedience 
(to  the  utmoft)  being  due  to  him  :  This  is 
Air  of  our  common  Breathing :  In  the  Field 
we  have  it ;  in  the  Clofet  we  can't  be  with¬ 
out  it.
